The Slave Trade in Cura. Colonel 
duller of the New York Mirror, thus ex¬ 
poses some of the secrets of the Cuban slave 
i.-ade : 

‘‘It is a well known fact that nearly all 
ihe merchants and shop-keepers of Havana 
. re native Spanrtrds; and, as I have before 
lated, they are not only contented, but fa- 
atically devoted to the Spanish Govern- 
lent. A large proportion of this class 
ime to Cuba as adventurers, and began life 
s clerks on small salaries. -After accumu- 
iting five hundred dollars, they would pur- 
.-base a share in a joint stock slave trading 
ompany ; and, in the course of a year or 
wo, receive a profit in the shape of a diyi- 
end amounting to ten thousand dollars, 
which sum, re-invested in the same busL- 
aess, soon makes them millionaires.^ These 
abobs then generally return to Spmn to 
pend their ill-gotten fortunes, leaving a 
rop of clerks to follow in the footsteps of 
heir inhuman predecessors. It is perhaps, 
ot generally known that some of oar New 
fork ‘merchant princes,’ whose sudden 
wealth has been attributed to the sugar bus- 
ness, have derived their largest revenues 
■'.'onicapital slyly invested in the slave trade, 
•■•ersons who are curious in sneh matters 
may learn further particulars by making in- 
'{uiries in'Havana.”

CORRESPONDENCE FROM M.iSS-ACHUSETTS 

STARVED OUT-GONE BACK. 

Mr. Editor:—Hunkcrdoiii is just now in a 
blaze of giorification because it is said two fu¬ 
gitives slaves have gone back to Kentucky, be¬ 
cause they have been starved out of the .Slate of 
Uiiio. Now that is a remarkable event. It en¬ 
courages us lo hope that, after ail the Union 
will not go to pieces^quiio yet. 

The story may be true or it may be talse.— 
Suppose it is true, who will believe the alleged 
cause to be tlio true one ? The dough heads of 
the North may. The slaveholders never will. 
Only^tliink of it; two men who had escaited 
.'rom slavery to tlio neighborhood of Oberlin, 
liave voluntarily returned lo their chains,whips 
and branding irons. 

Let me illustrate this going back, for tho 
comfort of those whoso happiness consists, and 
whose salvation depends on the system of 
American slavery. 

A slave w liose name was, or might have been 
“Tom" left his master’s home a few miles from 
Alexandria and went to Canada. After resid¬ 
ing there as long as he chose, Tom went back 
to bis master, where he had left a wife and sev¬ 
eral children. Canada was too much for him. 
So after exhausting his vocabulary in describ¬ 
ing the terrililo wretchedness of Canada, and 
all that pertained thereto, he begged his roas¬ 
ter to forgive him, take him back, pul him any¬ 
where, do anything wilh him, only so as not to 
send him back to Canada. 

His master believing him forever cured of 
running away and truly pendent, forgave him. 
But ever after, when Tom offended him, he 
would threaten to send him back to Canada, 
whereupon Tom would beg vehemently to bo 
spared that terrible infliction. 

Tom was tlicn made a sort of preacher and 
sent all around to warn “the wicked" slaves 
of the dangers and horrors of running away t« 
Canada. At length a camp meeting being held 
some sixteen miles distant, and Tom, being pi¬ 
ous, wanted to go. So “Mossa" told him he 
might go, and preach to all the niggers," all 
about the horrors of Canada. To grant Tom 
a special favor he told him he might take his 
wife along too. She had a sister and Tom pro¬ 
posed to take her. Then the children could not 
be left. So with master's consent, Tom, wife, 
and children, were well stowed into a waggon ; 
and Mrs Tom's sister mounted on horse back, 
with mistress's saddle, left their “happy home" 
on Friday for camp meeting. At least so 
thought master Blackburn, who gave himself 
no concern about the chattels till the next 
Monday, when, meeting with some who had 
been to the camp meeting on Sunday, he ask¬ 
ed if they heard Tom preach. Their answer 
was Who? WhatTom? Why his Tom who 
preached all day yesterday. But none of them 
had lieard any such a preacher. Our slave¬ 
holder now began to conclude something was 
in the wind ; and forthwith dispatched a spec¬ 
ial messenger fo the ctunp ground. But lo ! 
no Tom had been there. The entire patty had 
gone to that awful place called Canada. 

The Wednesday following, Blackburn and 
his pursuing party arrived in Lexington in hot 
pursuit. Our friend L. H , then a slave but 
who has since followed Tom’s example, posted 
the handbills containing a full picture of the 
said waggon and its contents, and the woman 
on horseback. 

But the pursuit was unaviling. Tom and 
his family had too much the start of their pur¬ 
suers, and arrived safe in Canada, and lives 
there still, a happy freeman, with a wife, sister 
Mid children, all protected by the British Lion, 
who growls.defiance in the ears of American 
DespoUsm. Put that and that together.

We had no time last -week to notice that doc- 
nment, nor have we now, except very briefly.

What does he say on any great 
question which the preceding administration 
did not say over and over, and with almost in¬ 
finitely more ability ’ On foreign matters,—in¬ 
tervention—territorial acquisition—peace—re¬ 
ciprocity, &c., he treads precisely in the foot¬ 
steps of Fillmore and Everett. On domestic 
affairs,—self-glorification in general—“rigid 
economy” (!)—flattering the war pon-or—rota¬ 
tion m office;—and conspicuous above all, his 
reiterated vows to slavery as •• RECOGNIZED 
by the CONSTITUTION LIKE ANY 
OTHER ADMITTED RIGHT,”-where in 
all this does he differ from the administration 
which it was so important to turn out ? 

Not one old par.y measure is alluded to; 
not a distinctive party object announced, nor 
the first syllable uttered which ought not lo be 
as satisfactory to whigs as to democrats ! Where 
then are those parties, and wherein do they 
differ? The Message forgot that they ever dis¬ 
tinctively existed I So clearly was the whole 
difference a mere scramble for the offices. 

About one third of this document of glowing 
promises is occupied on the subject of slavery, 
though he is ashamed to nttme the infamous 
thing which he worships.

fi. Mr. Houghton, a ypung man of dissolute 
habits, who had the reputation of being a hard 
task master, visited one of his plantations- an 
island some distance from the main land Af¬ 
ter an absence of some days, his friends became 
alarmed and proceeded in seatch of him. No 
tidings could at first be heard, the negroes all 
denying has-ing s-jcn their masler. At length, 
on a promise of reward and pardon, one man 
confessed that h'S master had been murdered, 
and that he was buried in a certain spot. The 
body was found in a mangled condition, and 
five men,-who, upon examination, on the spot, 
were considered the efiminals, were forthwith 
removed to Darien, the nearest city having a 
jail. 

Had these men been white the case would 
have been legally investigated ; but it was at 
once decided that the gentlemen in the im¬ 
mediate v-ieinity, all men of high standing and 
many of them immensely wealthy, should form 
themselves into a jury and decide promptly up¬ 
on the guiltor innocence of the unfortunate ne¬ 
groes The verdict was “guilty,” and sentence 
of "death” was passeo by the mock tribunal. 
Pending these proceedings, the Judge of the 
Circuit, residing in Savannah, proceeded to Da¬ 
rien accompanied by one or two able lawyers, in 
the hope of putting a stop to such illegal pro¬ 
ceedings ; but, finding he had no influence, he 
returned, and the men were afterwards hung by 
one of the leading men in the county. Thuugh 
all the parties implicated are known, the State 
attorney has not arrested them, nor has the 
Governor of the State, who is privy to the cir¬ 
cumstances, offered any reward for their ap¬ 
prehension, as is usual in such cases.

The exhortations, the 
warnings, and the predictions of Zechariah lead 
us to conceive that oppression wa.s one of the 
s,ns to'which the people, ,md their priests and 
rulers were exposed. The book of Malachi 
contains some bold reproofs of the priests, 
warnings against the sin of oppression, pathet¬ 
ic appeals to the people on the claims of human 
brotherhood, and of the family relation The 
connection between image worship, king wor¬ 
ship and hero worship, already insisted on, if it 
be founded in nature and in fact, should lead 
.us to anticipate a decline of either one or two 
of them, when the other was displaced. If 
image worship was destroyed, the worship of 
kings and chieftains would proportionately 
abate. This effect of our Protestant Reforma¬ 
tion is too palpable to be overlooked. The same

Chap 21 treats “ of the Hebrew prophesies 
before the Assyrian and Chaldean conquests 
and in reference to those events. An exami¬ 
nation of the Hebrew prophets may afford us 
some additional light on the moral and political 
history of Israel and Judah, of which we have 
already, been tracing a few outlines. The mor¬ 
al causes of the overthrow of those kingdoms 
—the particular sins on account of which God 
gave them tip into the hands of theh- enemies 
—will constitute an important branch of the 
inquiry. If it shall appear that their violations 
of the fundamental principles of democratic 
equality, their disregard of human rights, their 
contempt and disuse of the judicial arrange¬ 
ments God instituted for the protection of the 
wronged, together with the servility of the 
people, the despotism of their rulers, and the 
unrestrained oppression of the poorer classes 
by the wealthier, were among the prominent 
causes of their overthrow, the chief provoca¬ 
tions on account of which God withdrew from 
them his protection and favor, then we shall 
claim that the purposes of God, his providen¬ 
tial arrangements, and the laws of moral cause 
and effect by which he governs the nations, 
bear testimony to his regard for the fundamen¬ 
tal principles of democracy and his hatred of 
whatever is in opposition lo them—that this, at 
least, is the testimony of the Hebrew Scrip¬ 
tures, and that'tl.e Jehovah they recognize is 


only sins of which the rulers and people of Ju¬ 
dah were guilty at this period. The next chap¬ 
ter contmns reproofs of their idolatrouswidim- 
sge worship, in- connection with the manifesta¬ 
tions of aristocracy, or haughtiness of men. 
The closing part'of the first chapter, indeed, 

introduces this train of thought. 

While the prophet did not overlook, or for¬ 
get, or underrate the abominations of image 
worship in Jerusalem and Judah, at the time in 
which he wrote, he proceeds with scrupulous 
propriety, and philosopliical accuracy, as well 
as poetic taste, when he placed the connected 
•sins of oppression, servility, inhumanity and 
king worship in the foreground of the picture, 
in the opening of his messages, in the introduc¬ 
tion to his prophecies, introducing image wor¬ 
ship alferwards as a pirt of the drapery of the 
piolare he intended to present, lie then ex¬ 
amines several other part* of this interesting 
book of Isaiah In the lOth chap, verses 1—3, 
he finds “ another denunciation against politi¬ 
cal and judicial oppression”—where “the peo¬ 
ple—even the poor pcople-^are recognized as 
having rights, w'nioh no legislative or judicial 
authorities may infiinse; and for the violation 
of them in Judah, God threatened the nation 
with the desolation that afterwards 


The 22d chapter is “ a continuation of the 
Hebrew prophecies ” The author finds very 
much to illusirate and confirm 
democracy of the religion of the Bible. For 
instance, in Jeremiah VIII. 10, 11, it appears 
that “ the love of gain was at the bottom of the 
oppressions and violations of human rights be¬ 
fore described, and which the people, by ne- 
glSoting lo discliarge the duties of civil gov¬ 
ernment, had left unrestrained and unredressed. 
The prophets and the priests had avoided any 
disturbing and unwelcome agitations of thesub" 
ject. They had done this on the plea of pro¬ 
moting peace, and while predicting peace and 
prosperity to the nation: but these transgres¬ 
sions rendered peace an impossibillUy, and the 
hope of preserving it a delusion.” 

'Ihe22d chapter treats “of Jewish history 
from the close of the old to the commencement 
of the New Testament records.” The remarks 
of our author on the various quotations from 
the prophetical writings are luminous and 
weighty, deserving the profound regard of all 
who enjoy the elective franchise. 

The 24tli chapter sets before the reader “ the 
culmination and the catastrophe.” God provid¬ 
ed a democracy for the Hebrews They spurn¬ 
ed it for the control of kings, and the first act 
in the drama ended in Babylon By signal di¬ 
vine interposition, the democracy was, in a 
measure, restored. Again, in the course of 
events, it was exchanged for the' dominion of 
kings.. Tin second act of the drama terminates 
in the destruction of Jerusalem, by kingly 
power. A kingly goveniment the Jews would 
have, and by the oppression of kings the Jew¬ 
ish nation was destroyed. Here the Jewish 
history terminates, as did that of the ten tribes 
in Assyria,-under a similar visitation, and for 
similar causes With the ten tribes, the aristo¬ 
cratic agostacy wa.s complete, and the destruc- 


leaven of the true religion and of the spi 
democracy were pre-served; hence the restora¬ 
tion and the second experiment; hence, too, 
when the State was again wrecked, and the 
temple destroyed, there was a preservation from 
the oblivion and the utter annihilation of the 
ten tribes, who are no where to be found.— 
Some foundation stones of religion and of de¬ 
mocracy, the scattered Jews were commission¬ 
ed (in despite of their own obstinate unbelief) 
to preserve and to transmit to all coming gene¬ 
rations ol the civilized world. Especially by 
their Messiah and his disciples, were the seeds 
of spiritual worship and the spirit of equal 
common brotherhood to be borne to the ends of 
the earth. The last chapter of the first vol- 
um'e is a mere introduction to the “ New Tes¬ 
tament records.” It is principally a quotation 
from Tail’s Magazine. The sentiments agree 
with those of our author.

Either the people, under the monarchy, 
had suffered the appointing power lo pass 
out of their hand.s into those of the king 
or his court, oy they had elected unjust 
judges, or those appointed by the king er his 
court were unsuitable persons. In the com¬ 
munity were men of influenoe, of capital, of 
power, who took advantage of the poor or of 
those dependent on them to oppress and -de¬ 
fraud them; and they found no redress. Per¬ 
haps there were robberies, tliefts, murders, riots 
and acts of violence which were not pun’ished 
or restrained. The rulers were eilher remiss or 
wielded their power ou the side of the oppres¬ 
sor. The mass of the people were indifferent 
spectators, neglecting to remonstrate against 
this injustice, and permitting their rulers to 
abuse their high trust, yet yielding to them 
their voluntary homage and support." They 
were therefore like the people of Sodom and 
Gomorrah, one of whose crying sins was that 
“ they did not strengthen the hands of the poor 
and needy.” They did not " seek judgment.” 
They did not provide for the execution of jus¬ 
tice between man and man. They did not “re- : 
lieve the oppressed they did not “ judge the 
fatherless,” nor “plead for the widow.”— j 
Therefore God loathed all their religious servi¬ 
ces, declaring that thoLr bands were full of j 
blood. This implies that the' people were held 
responsible for the political and judicial charac¬ 
ter of the government they lived under and 
sustained ! God looked to them, and would 
hold them accountable for the neglect or for the 
maladministration of their rulers. This con¬ 
struction of the language of the prophet is forti¬ 
fied by a furlherquotationfrotnisaiah I. 21—27, 
which see, “ We are not to Infer that the sevio- 
lations of the principle of democracy were the

Chap 6 proves the prevail¬ 
ing construction of the constitution a false one, 
that there is no national guarantee for the re¬ 
capture of fugitive slaves; no fugitive act in 
the United States. Chap. 7 presents unparal¬ 
leled atrocities, containing general remarks, 
modes of resistance and relief, appeal to the 
friends of liberty and man.” The moral hear¬ 
ings of that iniquitous, cruel Fugitive Slave 
law are set forth in a convincing light, suited to 
awaken and deepen a. strong solicitude in the 
mind of every “ friend of liberty and of man” 
to-stay the downward moral tendency of our 
beloved o’ountry. That there is such a tenden¬ 
cy is undeniable.

SAVING LiaXJID SIAjnrEE. 

The Boston Cultivator has the follow¬ 
ing valuable information on this important 
branch of farm economy : 

We h ive often spoken of the advantage 
to the farmer of saving the urine of his 
stock. This substance, though equal in 
value to the solid excrements, is in main- 
cases totally wasted. Perhaps the'readiest 
and bes: way of saving that from cattle and 
horses during the winter season, is to have 
a cellar under their stalls, where both the 
liquid and solid portion.s of the inaniire are 
deposited togetlmr. By this moan.s nothing 
need be lost, and if it is desirable to mix any 
other substances with the inanure, it mav he 
very conveniently done; they may bespread 
over the manure from time to time in josi ! 
such quantities as are deemad proper. ' 

But there are situations in which the ad- ! 
vantages of cellars cannot be readily obtain- | 
cd. Many farmers are obliged to ocenpy j 
barns already built, andthey are not on ; 
the most approved plan, they must be turn- j 
ed to the best practical use. The animal j 
liquids may be mosfly saved even where I 
there is no cellar for the manure. Absorb- 1 
ents—as litter, muck, charcoal dust—may j 
be strewe4 over the floors of stalls. But it | 
will be necessary to have the floors tight, or I 
there will be more or less loss. 

A mode similar to that just mentioned is 
adopted by Hon. F. Holbrook, Brattlcboro’ 
Vt., whose judicious management and ap¬ 
plication of manures, has been an important 
item in his highly successful farming. We 
had the opportunity, a few days since, of 
seeing Mr. Holbrook’s arrangements for .sav¬ 
ing manure. He has no cellar ; but bv proper 
attention saves ail the animal manure, and 
by a mixture of other articles, considerably 
increases the aggregate value. The floors 
of his stable are water tight. A channel is 
made in the rear of the platform on which 
the animals stand, and into this a quantity 
of muck is thrown every day, after the ma- 
■ nure made the previous day, has been clean¬ 
ed out. This muek -ahsorbs all the urine, 
and is gathered ivith the inanure into one 
mass. In addition to this, the animals are 
wclljlittered with leaves 

The muck and leaves arc collected in the 
fail, and placed in .situations where they can 
be obtained as required. If the muck freezes, 
it is not objectionable, as the frost tends to 
destroy the acids it sometimes contains; it 
can be easily broken up with a pick, and the 
barn is made so warm that in the coldest 
weather the temperature, while the stock is 
in, 18 above the freezing point, and the fro¬ 
zen muek, in absorbing the liquid, becomes 
completely pulverized. The leaves arb very j 
good simply as a bedding, and make the very 
best manure by decomposition.

On Weaning l,aiiibs. 

Tlie season for weaning lambs ivininda 
ns of tlie sad igiioraiiee often disidayed on 
this liigiily-importnnt part of a farmer’s pro- 
ceodiiiga Too few sheep are often kept to 
artbrd tlie sole charge of a shepherd, and so 
to admit of the perfect division of labor ; 
and, when even a shepherd is specially 
kept, he is, too olieii, id acquainted with tlie 
du[ic.s of the office. They are generally ill 
educated—ill acquainted with animal [ihys- 
iology, mid full of superstition. The far¬ 
mer lias to run the risk of employing per¬ 
sons, not who pay premiiims for edncatioii 
in the hrancli of art they practice, hut who 
ore paid for attending to their duties, and, 
in the course of payment, catch jn.st as 
mncli knowledge as will cniihle them to re¬ 
ceive more fiay from some one else, or from, 
the same individual. This is a iiict often 
lost sight of, in ili.scnssioiis on the wages of 
the hiliorer in hiisliaiidry, and in reflections 
on the capabilities of that class of men. .A 
tradesman, a carpenter, a shoemaker, a 
tailor, not only forgoes some four, five, six, 
or even seven years of service and pay, and 
gives a premium to he taught a trarle ; his 
tools cost him a considerahle amount, and 
yet his pay, as a journeyman, is contrasteil 
to disadvantage w-ith the farm-laborer, both 
as to Ids wages and his qualifications. 

• Blit it is not always the servant to blame. 
The master does not, often, thoroughly mi- 
dei-staiid the principles of natural lifstorv as 
applied to these animals himself. The 
lamb for the first few weeks of its existence 
depends on the supply of food from its pa¬ 
rent alone, . It is the very source, and con¬ 
tains all the elements, half assimilated, of 
blood, of muscle, and of bone. At this 
stage the sn])ply of tlie mother is often neg¬ 
lected. She is extiosed to cold, and sntt’ers 
hunger. The milk which nature drains 
from her system is exhausting her powers, 
mid yet no shelter nor extra food is affiirded. 
This IS not the shepherd’s fault, and he is 
not to blame if she dies, or sheds her wool, 
or becomes unfit to rear her young. A little

Preliminary Movements for the Maine Law 
in Scotland. 

AVo have just received from the Editor, or 
some other friend, a copy ot the Edinburg -'Scot¬ 
tish Press ,"—a weekly mammoth sheet,—in 
which is a long report of the resolutions, 
speeches, and proceedings of a great meeting 
recently held in that city, for the purpose of 
petitioning the Legislature for some law, sup¬ 
pressive of the taciliiies and means of intem¬ 
perance,—able addresses were made on the 
occasion. 

It is truly encouraging to the friends of tem¬ 
perance to see how the principle.^ of the Maine 
Law are extending, and welcomed all over 
this Union, the continents, and the isles of the 
sea. The remedy for inteiuperaiice—prohibited 
sale, and destruction of all alcoholic liquors to 
be used as a beverage,-has been found, and 
he people are moving for its practical applica- 
'oii in all these States, in all the British Frov- 
ices, and in Urvt Britain. Every temiierance 
paper from England comes bearing some com¬ 
mendatory allusion to the Maine Law. 

We are not expecting that any such meas 
ure as this (the Maine Liquor Law) can now be 
carried in England; but we are getting to be¬ 
lieve, that only by some such resolute course, 
on the part of the intelligence and morals of 
the people, can the remainder be protected, i 
merely from the evils of drink, but from 1 
frauds’ and oppressions connected with its ini

widows, while almost children, into a life 
of loneliness and servitude, unless they run 
into licentiousness and become abandoned, 
p they too often do, is not a part of Hiiidoo- 
ism and ought to be renounced. The speak¬ 
er was right in reference to the Hindoo holy 
books. 'They do not justify the abomina¬ 
tion the speaker denounced ; and a good , 
work he did in trying to open the eyes of | 
his countrymen to it. 'W’e look upon this 
eflort of that influential Hindoo as fore¬ 
shadowing a greafchange in the moral con¬ 
dition of a large class among the female pop¬ 
ulation of India.— Traveller.

sumed in friction was 20 per cent., and to 
raise that to 2,000 revolutions, upward of 40 
()er cent, of power would be used; they 
would therefore save Ai per cent.
